In the Congressional Record of July 29th., on apges A3845-6, 
a photostat of which is enclosed, appears an extension of re- 
marks by the Honorable Charles Kramer. In this extension of 
remarks appears a letter from Mr. Walter B. Hutchinson of your, 
staff to Mr. S.C.Kelton, secretary of the Resinous Products 
and Chemical Company. 

As used in this extension of remarks* the letter by Mr. Hutchin- 
son was made to appear as criticism and disproof of an article 
in CLICK,,, which appeared seven days earlier, relating to the Nazi 
connections of the R©hm and Haas Company and its affiliates. 

I am writing to ask if this letter was intended for the use 
to which it was put or whether it deals with regular department 
business, having nothing directly or indieeetly, to do with 
CLICK? 


In view of this unfortunate attack upon the integrity, honesty 
and accuracy of CLICK, we would appreciate it if you would in- 
form us whether of not the Department of Justice or your division 
of the Department has made any statement or comment on the 
accuracy or inaccuracy of tie story referred. to, and whether or , 
not any criticism of us or our work can he attributed to the 
Department or any of its duly appointed representatives .
